The NA OR uestion involved was whether 
the steps taken for the removal of the plain- 
tiff from the office of parish priest was in 
accordance with the Canons of the Catholic 
Church. The hearing of the case had occupied 
two days. 

Mr, Jellett, K.C., Mr. Wood, K. C., and 
Mr. H. Hamilton (instructed by Mr. A. Lane 
Joynt) or the plaintiff; and Mr. 

wn, K. C., Mr. McCann, K.C.. and Mr. 
Bernard Roche (instructed by Mr. E. J. 
Downing) for the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in delivering judg- 
ment, said that the right of a plaintiff to come 
into a Court of law to enforce his rights, or to 
obtain redress for his wrongs, and the circum- 
stances, conditions and the extent to which, 
when he did come into such a Court, he might 
find himself bound by the decision of a 
tribunal, were matters upon which the law 
was fairly clear; but there was a converse, 
or rather complementary matter, on which the 
law was e ally clear. The decision of a 
domestic tribunal, no matter how wrong or 
irregular it might be, did not in itself give 3 
plaintiff a right to come into a Court of law 
and (ain a A civil right and some 
infringement of it, or some need for enforcing 
it, must Se alleged before any question as to 
the propriety of the decision of the domestic 
tribunal could arise, because it was only in 
respect of the hearing of the action and de- 
cision of the domestic tribunal on the civil 
rights of the plaintiff, and their enforcement, 
that a Court of law was concerned with the 
domestic tribunal at all. 1 

His lordship then referred to the decision in 
the case oí Ó'Kee..e v. Callan, heard by the 
late Mr. Justice Barry, and said that if the 
action was framed in the same way as any 
other action founded on a contract—for in- 


stance, in the same way as an action by an 
employé for w ful dismissal—then a Court 
of law was bo to maintain it. He also 


uoted the decision in the case of Long v. the 
ishop of Cape Town, which, he said, clearly 
laid down the jurisdiction of civil Courts in 
cases like the present, and the decision of 
Mr. Justice Phillimore in the case of Brown 
v. The Curé de Montriéle, and said that in 
all these cases the question of the 
validity of the decision of a domestic tribunal, 
and, what was more, of its validity according 
to a very special code of law, might arise for 
determination jn a court of law, but the 
substance of the claim must be the enforce- 
ment of a ci MH right or redress for its in- 
fringement; and the validity of the decision 
of the domestic tribunal according to a par- 
ticular code of law could only be subsidiary. 
THE LEGAL CAUSE OF ACTION. 
The invalidity of the decision of a domestic 
tribunal could be made the substance of 


bring the decision of such a tribunal directly 
before a court of law for the purpose of 
review and by way of appeal. Once a party 
left the domestic form and commenced an 
action in a court of law, the lega 
action must be openly and fully stated, just 
as in any other action. Under the inherent 
jurisdiction of the Court, if the plaintiff's 
claim was to set aside an award of a court of 
arbitration on a voluntary submission they 
would know where they were. He saw no 
@eason, but quite the reverse, for being in- 
dulgent to any disguise. Further, he saw no 
reason to help out the statement of claim in 
such an action by taking judicial notice of 
matters which must ordinarily be specially 
pleaded. 

Referring to the statement of claim, he said 
that the claim of the plaintiff in the action 
was “a declaration that the decree of re- 
moval, dated 15th November, 1919, and the 
confirmation thereof, dated 6th January, 1920, 
gives by the defendant at the Palace, Ki- 
arney, purporting to remove the plaintiff from 
his office and benefice of parish priest of 
Eyeries (Kilcatherine), in the County of Cork, 
is illegal, unauthorised, ultra vires and void. 
The rest of the plaintiff's claim was clearly 
only subsidiary and consequential. There was 
a claim for an “injunction to restrain the 
defendant from acting upon the said decree 
and directing him to restore the plaintiff to 
his said office and benefice.” No contem- 
plated further action by the defendant was 
suggested in the statement of claim, and it 
was difficult to see what action war in view. 
The covering letter of 6th January, 1920,

There 
was also a claim for damages, but that, too, 
was clearly consequential. 


CLAIM BY WAY OF APPEAL. 

He need hardly waste time showing that 
the action was not framed as an action for 
damages for wrongful dismissal. It was 
simply a direct claim by way of appeal to 
have the decision of a domestic tiibunal re- 
viewed.

The Free State Army. 

A Every reduction in national expenditure 
is welcomed by the taxpayers of the F ree 
State. A year ago the cost of the Army 
was a crushing burden, and it is still 
large; but during recent months the 
Government has made drastic e>onomiss. 
It published yesterday a revised estimate 
for the year 1924-1925 which reduces the 
original estimate by the substantial figure 


lof eighty-five thousand pounds. The Free 


State has passed, as we hope and believe, 
through its worst troubles, and the 
strength of its Army is coming gradually 
down to bed-rock. No exact figure was 
settled in the Treaty, under which the 
armed forces of the Free State are placed 
in a certain proportion to those of Great 
Britain. It seems that, in accordance with 
this proportion, we are entitled to an 
Army somewhere between 10,000 and 
The revised estimate fixes 
the personnel of the Army in the coming 


year at 16,966 men of all ranks, and all. 


the revisions seem to us-to be in the right 


direction. Hitherto the Army has con- 


tained, for its size, a super-abundance of 
officers; The new estimate reduces the 
corps of officers by 322, and makes 
a small addition to the number of 


privates, with the result that privates will 


now stand to commissioned officers in the 
proportion—still too low, but more reason- 
able than formerly—of about fourteen to 
one. Furthermore, the pay of officers is 
reduced by a total sum of £68,709, while 
an increase of £41,781 is estimated in the 


pay of privates. The total estimate for 


the expenses of the Army under ghe re- 
vised scheme amounts to £3,841,582. The

British and Irish Revenues. 


The Exchequer returns of both Great 
Britain and the Free State for the 


first three months of the current financial 
year have just been published and reveal 
some interesting facts. The British figures 
are disappointing. The total revenue for 
the quarter—£176,231,397—shows a decline 
of nearly £11,000,000 as compared with the 
corresponding three months of last year, 
while the total expenditure—£215,090,464 
—shows an actual increase of £676, 452. 
The net deficit is £38,859,067, whereas a 
year ago it was only £27,412,452, and 
the current year already is at a dis- 
advantage of more than £11,000,000. Mr. 


Snowden in his Budget statement fore- 
shadowed a deficit on the whole year of 
and, as the first 
quarter always exaggerates expenditure 
and never flatters revenue, the estimated 
figures for the year may yet be justified. 
and Excise account for a 
deficit of over £14,500,000; receipts from 
the former are only £24,860,000 and from 
the latter £30,280,000. In ordinary cir- 


cumstances this big drop would be de- 


cidedly alarming, but it must be remem- 
bered that in his Budget Mr. Snowden 
made considerable concessions in certain 
and, in all probability, 
traders throughout the Kingdom held their 
hands during the beginning of the first 
quarter in anticipation of substantial tax 
reductions. The next three months’ re- 
turns will provide a much better clue to 
the results of the year's working; but, in 
the meanwhile, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ought to do everything in his 
power to tighten the taps of expenditure, 
which seem to be running far too freely. 
Mr. Snowden warned Parliament that it 
must be prepared to meet certain supple- 
mentary estimates during the year, and 
ear-marked a sum of four million pounds 
tor that purpose. If thrift disqualifica- 
tion for old age pensions is abolished, a 
very heavy strain will be placed on the 
National Exchequer. 

The most encouraging feature of the 
Free State returns is the fact that expen- 
diture has fallen considerably. For the 
first three months of last year the Govern- 
ment spent 88,7, 700; this year its ex- 
penditure was only £6,764,575. There was 
an enormous saving in Supply services, 
the cost of which has fallen from 
£8,617,780 to £4,433,750, but there has 
been an increase in the Central Fund ex- 
pensés from 270,920 to 1,087,125. 
Customs receipts have risen, while Excise 
receipts have fallen rather heavily; but, 
on the whole, the revenue figures are quite 
satisfactory. Last year the: first three 
months produced only £7,713,151; this 
year they have produced £9,843,782, while 
with other receipts the corresponding 
figures are £10,545,282 and £8,952,131 re- 
spectively. The balance in the Exchequer 
this vear on June 30th is £3,780,907 com- 
pared with last year’s £228,431; there- 
fore, the Free State can congratulate itself 
on a satisfactory quarter's work. Of 
course, certain important factors must not 
be forgotten. The receipts from income 
tax, for instance, include large sums in 
arrears which must be regarded as non- 
recurrent, and it would be very easy to make 
totally false deductions from the quarter's 
figures. The expenditure of the Free State 
Government is still too high, although 
Mr. Blythe has been able to reduce it 
The process must 
continue until the last superfluous penny 
has been saved. The Free State is a young 
country and a poor country, and we all 
are far too prone to think of its finances 
in terms of British figures. A completely 
new set of standards is essential to the 
nation’s financial stability. The Free 
State s standards should be more on a par 
with those of Denmark or Norway than 
with those of Britain or the other Great 
Powers, and until the change is made the 
taxpayer will continue to pay the highest 
taxes in Europe, if not in Christendom.

COMPULS SORY ~ IRISH. 


THE BISHOP OF CASHEL AND 


HIS CRITICS, 
The Bishop of Cashel and Waterford (Right 


Rey. Dr. Muller), at the annual distribution of 
prizes at the Bishop Foy Endowed School, 
Waterford, yesterday, replied to criticisms of 
his-recent observations on compulsery Irish. 


Dr. Miller said— Various answers have ap- 


peared in public papers to the arguments | 
advanced in my address to the Synod. Some 
were fair enough, but they majority of them 
were quite unfair. My point is, that until 
the Free State Government are in a position 
to provide full remunerative employment in 
this country for boys and girls whe must com- 
pulsorily learn Irish, it is not fair. to take up 
so much of their time on this subject, when 
they must leave their country to seek employ- 
nee which they cannot get here. If the Free 
State was in a position to offer employment 
to every boy and girl trained compulsorily in 
Irish, then, I submit, we should have very 
little grievance, except, perhaps, from the 
broad point of view.of culture. But we have 
a dcuble grievance. When we have no work 


for boys and girls it seems unfair to handicap 
them in their struggle for existence when they 


We earnestly trust that this matter will. not 


be thrust upon us, Compulsory Irish does not 


come into force until 1928, há please God, 
by that time better counsels will prevail, with 
the result that Irishmen. as a whole, will be 
drawn more closely together in the endeavour
